A process to provide a fully oriented single ply industrial yarn from a single ply low 
molecular weight polyester partially oriented yarn comprising the steps of: providing a bobbin 
of single ply polyester POY multifilament yarn, the single ply yarn to a heater, drawing said single 
ply in a draw zone in thel^nge of 1 .8 - 2.3 as it passes over the heater to produce a fully oriented, 
single ply yarn and supplying tmfully oriented single ply yarn directly to a take-up roll without 
further processing. 

^ 1^. The process of Claim 1 1 whe*dn said yarn is pretensioned prior to the supply of 
same to the draw zone. 

^ 13. The process of Claim 12 wherein said heat&M is operating at about a temperature of 
210°C. \^
